THE JULY FIRE, 
WHAT IT. WROUCHT, 


A YEAR AGO NEXT WEDNESDAY 
Chicago was visited by a very disastrons con- 
flagration. It broke out in the afternoon of 
July 14 in the house of a Pole living on Fourth 
avenue, not far from Twelfth street, and wae 
supposed to have been the work of am incen- 
diary, though the arrest immediately afterwards 
of several suspected parties and a searching in- 
vestigation failed to establish this. The at- 
mospheric conditions were favorable to a large 
fire. The air was hot and dry, no rain had fallen 
for a number of days, and a strong gale prevail- 
ed from the fateful southwest. Add to these 
the fact of acres of ground on every side of the 
place where the fire originated covered with 
material as inflammable as tinder, and the fact 
of an insufficient. water supply, and it must be 
seen that the fire started under the most favor- 
able auspices. A cloud of dense, biack smoke, 
erising from the burning oil im an oil factory 
with which the flames soon communicated, told 
that the fire was one of no ordinary maguitude. 
The full strength of the department was 
ealled out before it had been long in 
progress, but #o violent was the wind that, with 
the narrow streets, and above all a short supply 
of water, it was impossible to check its progress, 
aud successively Third avenue, Siate street. Wa- 
bash avenue. and Michigan were reached and 
devastated to a large extent before it was at 
last conquered. As night set in, and the light

A DEEPER FEELING OY INSECURITY 

against fire, and wronght more mm}ortant and val- 
unable reforms. The great fire was looked upon ee 
purely of an exceptional character. Noone was 
wild enough to believe that Chicago could again 
be similariy visited. The fact that it had once 
been destroyed wes advanced as an argument in 
favor of its future immunity from conflag rations, 
on the same logical grounds on which people 
maintain that lightning never staikea twice ip 


tory, 


were therefore disregarded, and it induced the 
adoption of uo special safeguards. Tue July fire 
proved that great fires were not exceptional toChi- 
cago. It demonstrated the truth that the causes 
which produced the fire of 1871 were sul in 
active force, and that the same conditions were 
ready at any time to produce à similar devasta- 
tion. it arroused people to a sense of this 
danger, and it was not long before 

VALUABLE PRECAUTIONS 
against fire bad been taken. The Common 
Council made tbe fire limits coextensive with 
those of the city. Larger water mains were 
placed in the streeta hien bad proved to be crim- 
inally deficient. An atiempt, but partially suc- 
cessful, however, was made to reorganize the Fire 
Department. Reforms in insurance matters 
were effected, and people urged by a ae 
to exercise more individual precaution ence 
Chicago ia general tias benefited largely by its 
last fire, and is considerably better prepared 
against fiery visitations than ever before. 

THE REBUILDING 

of the territory burned over has protected its 
splendid busicess quarter with a durable de- 
fense of brick and stone, and bas largely im- 
proved that territory iteelf. 

It us more in reference to this im- 
provement than anything else that this 
article has been written. An accurate 
idea of the extent and quality of tbe rebuilding 
can be gained by the informacion produced be 
low. As the anniversary of the fire is near at 
hand, it will be interesting to note the changes 
which the year has wrought. They have been 
many and valuable. A large extent of territory 
has been redeemed from a most wretched de- 
scription of buildings whose presenees contiuu- 
ally threatened the safety of the inside architeo- 
tural splendor, and has rebuin much of 
it with commodious, substantial, and 
often elegant structures. While the ne- 
cessity or an unnevel ecuvity. was not 
80 groat, the same energy and enterprise seen 
alter the great fire have been shown. Ihe work 
has gone ou with marvelous celerity, and the 
buildings have sprung up with a rapidity little 
short of magical. 

Each street in the burnt district bas been 
canvassed, and every building, ite character, 
cost, and every vacant lot are mentioned below:

in consuming buildings of the mvet squalid and 
wretched description. 

A large portion of the burned district bore as 
bad a reputation for its buildings as it did for its 
morals, and the fire facilitated an improvement 
which otherwise would have been long delayed. 
The shanties that still encumber Clark street are 
almost as wretched as any of those destroyed, 
amd it was really an unlucky chance that pre- 
servod them from destruction. They are now 
simply an incumbraace, and a cause of low values 
im the real estate they occupy. They are tenanted 
by classes who pay high rents, and their owners 
are not likejy ta make any improvement except 
in the event of their destruction. The tendency 
on the street, as far as the fire gave an opportu- 
nity, has been to improve as well as upon the 
other thoroughfares. Zhe thirty buildings de- 
stroyed are, in the main, replaced by 

VERY GOOD SUBSTANTIAL BRICK STRUCTURES.

STATE STREET. 
RAPID TOO. 

It is on this thoroughfare that the most rapid 
Strides in reconstraction have been made. From 
end to end of the barné district the work of re- 
building has been going forward with the greatest 
activity almost from the moment that the heated 
debris was cool enough to remove. The autumn 


months succeeding the July of the fire saw 
building operations well under way, and ‘the 
severe winter wae not sufficent to stop them 
altogether, During the last spring they were 
vigorously renewed, and now are still going on, 
the activity being less only because there 1s left 
proportionately eo little to do. The street, asthe 
result of thie year of work; has assumed quite 3 
compact appearance, and had it not been for the 
marvelous ‘Tapidit y of building operations directly 
after the great fire of 1871 its transformation 
would be something to excite unbounded won- 
der. By far the greatest amount of work done 
in the burut district has been concentrated here, 
and consequentiy the number and the value of 
ite pew buildings is much in excess of those of 
all the other devastated streets combined. Its 
prominence as à central line of travel, andi 
value as a business street, led to this * 
restoration. The property-owners could not 
| @iferd to retain UDpreduetive ten! esiace on 
thew hands, there was a good demand for bnild- 
ings in every see ig of the burnt portion of this 
street, and évérything urged a speedy recon- 
struction. Those who were bold enough to 
begm rebuilding at once, coufident that basiness 
would return to the street as soon as there were 
accommodations for it, were rewarded by good 
rentals, and the more timid ones profited by their 
example. As a consequence 

THE GREAT PROPOBTION 

of the street has been rebuilt. With a true Obi 
cago spirit the propérty-owners turced the fire 
to a good account by greatly improving the char- 
acter of their buildmgs. The fire also sattled in 
the aſhirmative the question, which a long time 
before had been pressed somewhat by interested 
owners of State street proverty, of widening the 
street. The spirit of improvement thus go 
liberty has wrought a wondrous change, and 
State street, from Van Baren to Tweifth, is 
worthy to be compared with the splendor which 
distany uisiies it further aorth. 

It is not difficult to recall 

‘THE OLD APPEARANCE 

of the State street district burned over. The 
ranger can obtam s eg correct idea 
of it from an inspection that por- 
tion south of . the 3 territory. 
Its buildings were generally one aud two 
story frames, „ such buildings as the 
Continental Hotel, Wood’s Hotel, the St. James, 
and O' Neill’e were exceptions. They were oc- 
cupied by. all classes,—Americaos, Germans, 
Italians, negroes, Chinese, and every other 
nationality ; some given to prostitution, liquor- 
selling, and other employments not of the best 
repute, while the majority were engaged in 
smal! trades. Most of these pursuits have deen 
resumed, and in a large measure 133 the same 
people who followed them before the fire, but 
under more digaified auspices, on account of the 
improved character of the buildings. 


LIMITS. 

The fire made its first sppearance on State 
street in the house No. 514 and extended thence 
north to Van Buren street, the St. James Hotel 
beng almost the last building on the street 
destroyed. The territory co nently which 
has been rebulit is over half a mile ia 
length.

Mr. Foster seems quite put ont about it, and 
in a communication to the Board reports the 
Water- Works in a vary unsatisfactoty condition. 
At all mes Lake ires @ pressure of 36 
pounda, and Foster says tuat it is hardly ever 20 
pounds, oftener 15, and sometimes nothing at 
ail It is entirely useless for fires, re- 
ports the Lake Superintendent, aod in 
case of a fire the Water-Works would be power- 
leas to save property as they should. He cites 
a few examples of the manner in which the en- 
gineer attend to his orders, as follows: ‘‘ Over 
ah hour I telégraphed to call the engineer at 
the Water-Works and was unable to get 4 . 
I pulled the fire-alarm box at 12 and theao 
taimed no pressure. I then went to 
the Water- Works and was told vo alarm 
had been given. On my war back 
I tried several fire-alarm boxes, which I fouod 
in working condition. Tue siarm was given at 
midnight and no response obtained, Ono ¢xam- 
ination I found valves closed on Thirty-niuth 
street, Hyde Park cutting off our water supply, 
and also found several of our valves closed en 
valves leading from State street. On Friday 
last I called for pressure, and was informed by 
the engineer on duty that he would like to see 
Mr. Purdy firat.” r. Foster thinks that uf this 
continues aud cannot be changed, that Lake has 
a very large-sized elephant on its hands.

but we want stalwart men. We know

account. If this be trne, and if Mr. Fan- 
weit has correctly indicated the drift of the 
report of the local architects, then there is no 
good reason why the building should not go 
on to completion. A few days, however, will 
undoubtedly settle the matter, more espe 
cially as it is reported that the President will 
order the completion of the building if the 
local Commission reports favorably. 

One of the strongest points made by Judge 
Caton in the opinion he recently gave on the 
question of abolishing the Polich Board was 
that relative to the character and duties of 
the Police Commissioners as a County Board. 
This is strong both in law and in the prac- 


the Board. Its significance as a law-point is 
well illustrated by Judge Caron’s holding 
that the County Commissioners might as well 
undertake to abolish the Board, and thereby 
deprive the city of its use, as that the Com- 
mon Council should abolish it, and thereby 
deprive the county of one of its institutions. 
Being a creature of the Legislature, the Leg- 
islature could alone act for both county and 
city. The practical effect of the abolition of 
the Board would also be bad, unless the void 
it leaves were supplied by the Legislature. 
At present, the Board of Police being a 
County Board, the city ordinance is valid 
which gives the policemen the power of con- 
stables throughout the entire county, and 
the agents of the Board may pursue crimi- 
nals anywhere inside the county without in- 
curring the loss of time and usual inefficien- 
cy of getting the constables at the case. If 
the Board of Police has no longer any exist- 
ence, there is no police power in the city 
which extends beyond the municipal limits ; 
and a thief or murderer fleeing from the 
police need only cross Fullerton avenue on 
the North Side, or Western avenue on the 
West Side, or Thirty-ninth street on the 
South Side, to lawfully resist arrest at the 
hands of a Chicago policeman. The time 
necessary to secure the assistance of a con- 
stable to make the arrest legal will frequent- 
ly enable the criminal to escape altogether. 
If the Board were abolished by an act of 
Legislature, this single practical objection to 
its obliteration would probably be removed 
by conferring the powers it has enjoyed upon 
some other city authority. 


THE OOLLECTION OF CITY TAXES. 
The announcement is made, unofficially it 
is true, but not the less authoritatively, that 
the ruling ring of the Common Council of 
Chicago will not certify in August to the 
County Clerk the amounts of money needed 
to be raised by taxation, the same may 
be extended on the books County Col- 
lector to be collected by him; but that they 
will have the taxes of 1875 collected under 
the special law known as Bill 300. 

It will be remembered that a few weeks 
ago the Supreme Court of this State unani- 


| mously affirmed the decision of Judge Wal- 


lace that no judgment could be given for 
delinquent taxes under that act. 

The General Revenue law of the State 
provides that any city may drop its own 
special system for the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes, and have the samé levied ac- 
cording to the State valuation and collected 
by the County Collector. All delinquent 
taxes have to be collected by the County Col- 
lector. Bill 300 provides that the city may 
drop ite special system and collect under the 
State law. Nevertheless, the City of Chicago 
persists in adhering to its special collections, 
notwithstanding the Supreme Court has set 
aside every tax-sale made under city laws 
since the Constitution was adopted in 1870. 
Last winter, in anticipation of the adverse 
decision by the Supreme Court, the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, instead of abandoning Bill 300 
as to all future taxes, went to Springfield and 
obtained an amendment to that law, not, as 
he should have done, to enable the city to 
collect the city taxes of 1874 under the State 
Revenue act, but to patch and cobble up Bill 
800 for future use and retention, for the sole 
béifefit of a ring of city tax-eaters and black- 
mailers. 

This is the old business of patching and 
tinkering a bad law instead of resorting to a 
law which the Court declares is valid and 
sufficient. The State law requires the officer 
applying for judgment on delinquent taxes to 
declare on oath that he has failed to collect 
the same. But, under Bill 300, the county 
officer applying for judgment never had the 
business of collecting the city taxes, and 
could not say that he had failed to collect 
what he never had authority to teceive. The 
Supreme Court declared that judgment could 
only be applied for by ah officer having au- 
thority to receive the taxes. The amended 
law declares that the County Collector may 
omit the oath that he failed to collect the 
taxes, or thnt the taxes were delinquent, and 
that it would be sufficient for him to say that 
the City Collector had reported to him that 
the taxes had not been paid. And under this 
flimsy make-shift of an amendment it is pro- 
posed to go on with the taxes of 1875, and 
have them lost, as have been the taxes of 
1878, and probably 1874. 

The Supreme Court say in their opinion 


as required by the General Revenue law, 
implies that "he had legal authority to cou.xcr, 


from his being unable to obtain that from 
which collection could be made. . “It 
is evident if there were no authority to col - 
lect, the affidavit would be wholly useless, 
since its sole office is to establish prima facie

The Constitution of the State makes the 
County Collector the exclusive officer to ap- 
ply for judgment against delinquent taxes. 
The Court says that officer must have had 
legal authority to collect, and if he had no 
authority to collect he could not ask for 


judgment for a delinquency of which he had 
no cnowledge. It will not do for him to go

833 thereof. The whole theory of the 
Constitution is that judgment for taxes can 
only be asked upon the evidence of the officer 
authorized to collect the same, and who has 
failed to do so by the delinquency of the 
owner to pay. Bill 300 and its amendment 
undertake to require the Court to give judg- 
ment upon the mere certificate of the City 
Collector that he has been unable to collect 
the taxes. This evasion of the Constitution 
and the general law is too weak to stand ju- 
dicial investigation. 

The Supreme Court solemnly remind the 
officers of the City of Chicago that in 
summary proceedings to divest owners of title 
to their property, the law is to be con- 
strued strictly, and nothing d allowed 
to be taken on intendment. When 
the County Collector asks for judgment 
which is to divest fifty or sixty thousand per- 
sons of all title to their real estate, the Courts 
will construe the law strictly and allow noth- 
ing to be assumed as true which is not estab- 
lished by proof. The County Collector can- 
not lawfully obtain judgment for taxes which 
he was never authorized to collect or receive, 
nor can he ask the Court to divest owners of 
their title to their property upon the hearsay 
testimony of an officer unknown to the Gen- 
eral Revenue law and to the Constitution. 

The city authorities declare the charter of 
1872 is in force in Chicago. But that char- 
ter requires the city taxes to be assessed and 
collected by the county Officers. If that 
charter be the law, it became the law since 
the date of Bill 300 and its amendment, and 
they, being inconsistent with the charter, are 
repealed thereby. On this point the Su- 
preme Court say: That aet (charter of 
1872) does not even indicate a disposition on 
the part of the General Assembly to allow 
different systems of municipal taxes and as- 
sessments, for it provides for their collection 
by substantially the same process as is pro- 
vided by the General Revenue law.“ 

Despite all this, and the costly warnings of 
past experience, the corrupt ring in the Com- 
mon Council recMlessly and wildly propose to 
go on and peril the collection of the taxes of 
1875. Hundreds of persons will not pay the 
least attention to the sale for the taxes of 
1874, and the city will lose immense sums of 
revenue, until such time as the owners choose 
voluntarily to pay. What is the motive for 
this trifling with law, policy, and interest? | 
The only conceivable motive for retaining the 
city system is, that, if resort is had to the 
State law, the offices of City Assessor and 
his assistants, the Tax Commissioner, and all 
of the subordinates of the City Collector, will | 
be abolished, and sixty or seventy thou- 
sand dollars-will be saved annually. To save 
these officers their employment, the City 
Government of Chicago takes the respon- 
sibility of incurring future bankruptcy.

WHAT DOES IT MEAN ? 

Mr. Marx Saxerman, the President and 
ruling spirit of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, is accredited with a very remark- 
able statement, which it is his duty to explain 
more fully. It was made in a conversation 
with Ald. Corcoran, the Boss of the 
Twentieth Ward. and a person supposed to 
have a special knowledge and a peculiar ap- 
preciation of the inside workings of local 
politics. Suxnrpan, having been called toac- 
count by Corcoran for some previous asser- 
tions, replied in the following strong terms - 

I will say, Mr. Conconax, that so far as in me lies, I 
shall not leave one stone unturned until I have exposed 
everything about how the present set of officials are 
running the city. The public shall know all; I will 
not rest until they know all the iniquity that is being 
transacted daily in our midat. They mall know why 
the bunko-ropers, gamblers, and can-can shows are 
allowed to have full sway, And I tell you, gentlemen, 
when they do know all there will be a row, and if some 
of the iniquitous officials are not found hanging toa 
lamp-post, it will not be because the expose is nota 
complete one. 

This language can only refer to the in- 
famous condition of things that has prevailed 
in this city since the advent of the People’s 
party in office. Riot, indecency, crime, and 
dissipation have run wild. There has been no 
serious effort to check or punish the career 
of crime. Vice of all kinds has been unre- 
strained and unhidden. The announcement 
of the success of the People's party” was 
sufficient to bring to Chicago a horde of gam- 
blers, thieves, and confidence-men from all 
the cities in the country where the authorities 
were prosecuting them. They found here a 
cordial reception, full scope, and a fertile 
field. The doors of gambling-houses were 
thrown wide open. Headquarters for thieves 
and bunko-men were established and generally 
known. Houses of prostitution were opened 
on the principal thoroughfares with the thin 
disguise of a saloon or cigar-shop in front. 
Burglaries have increased at a frightful rate. 
Sneak-thieves and pickpockets followed in the 
wake. The fences.“ under the name of pawn- 
brokers’ and junk-shops, have done a thriving 
business. People who have been robbed have 
generally beén able to recover their property 
by a sacrifice of a portion of it, or the pay- 
ment in money of a large part of its value, 
but not otherwise, and the thieves have rarely 
been apprehended and brought to trial. 
There has not been a day when there was not 
some glaring piece of bunkoing or other 
device for swindling strangers out of their 
money. It is currently reported and gen- 
erally believed that there is a regular organ- 
ization of confidence-men and thieves under 
the control of a notorious gambler, who takes 
astrong hand in all the elections. There 
have been the most notorious frauds in the 
local elections, at which repeating and ballot- 
box stuffing have been almost openly prac- 
ticed. All these things are matters of com- 
mon notoriety.

THE POPE'S CORONATION ANNIVERSARY. 

A cable dispatch states that the Pope had 
another of his innumerable anniversaries, this 
one being the anniversary of his coronation. 
Upon this occasion, the little handful of de- 
cayed Roman nobility which hangs about 


the Vatican waited upon him with its con- 


gratulations, and in reply the Holy Father 
congratulated himself upon having remained 
among his Romans, “when the events 
of 1870 might have counseled a 
different course,” and that “his Ro- 
mans had remained so faithful to him in the 
midst of all his political afflictions.” So far 
as the Roman nobility is concerned, the Pope 
is undoubtedly correct. The Roman nobility, 
which embraces a little colony of aristo- 
crats, the nephews and other relatives of 
Popes, have remained faithful to the Vatican 
for the same reason that a barnacle remains 
faithful to the keel to which it sticks. It 


lives upon ijt, and, taken from it, could not 


support itself. If by his Romans, there- 
fore, the Pope means these blue-blooded 
pensioners upon the graciousness and gener- 


osity of his Chair, he is undoubtedly correct | 


in the assertion that they have been faithful 
tohim. If, however, he means the citizens 
of Rome, or of Italy, nine-tenths of whom 
voted against him at the Plebiscite, then is 
his credulity something remarkable. The 
Romans are faithful to the Pope as their 
spiritual guide, and as unfaithful as unfaith- 
ful can be to him as a temporal potentate. 
The fetes of rejoicing over free and united 
Italy have always been of the heartiest and 
most enthusiastic description. Last year, at 
the celebration of the twenty-fifth an- 


niversary of Vioton Emanve.’s coronation, | 


nine-tenths of the citizens of Rome joined in 
the most erultant rejoicing, decorated their 
houses with flags, and illuminated them at 
night. Nine out of ten of the Roman people 
would vote and fight against the restora- 
tion of the Pope’s temporal powers. And 
these are his faithful Romans! It 
is a pleasing and harmiess delusion, 
however, and one that does not disturb Rome. 
The Roman cynics will laugh at it, and the 
Roman people like him too well in his per- 
sonal and spiritual relations to them to dis- 
turb him in his fond but foolish fancy that 
they are still loyal and faithful to him as a 
political po‘e tate. The little handful of 
impotent nobles, with their titles derived 
from nepotism, flatter and bamboozle 
him into this belief; bat the Roman 
people are too well satisfied with the 
freedom from ecolesiastical rule they have 
been enjoying ever to part with it again, and 
in this respect they are no more faithful to 
Prus IX. than they are to the Emperor of 
Russia. The anniversary of his coronation, 
therefore, has no significance beyond his 
power as the spiritual father of his people 
and as the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


THE CONDITION OF mess STREETS. 

There is no city in the United States which 
has better opportunities for beautiful subur- 
ban drives than Chicago. The South Park 
and Drexel Boulevards, in the South Division 
of the city, and the magnificent Lake-Shore 
drive through Lincoln Park and beyond it to 
the north, are not surpassed in attractive- 
ness, healthfulness, and beauty by any other 
drives in the country. The scenes on these 


driveways on the fashionable nights are not 


less brilliant than similar scenes in Central 
Park, New York, in Hyde Park, London, the 
Champs Elysees and Bois de Boulogne, in 
Paris, the Thiergarten, in Berlin, the Cas- 
cine, in Florence, or the evening resort for 
carriages in any other cityin the world. The 
elegance and variety of the equipages will 
compare favorably with those of other and 
larger cities, and the horses are generally 
superior. Yet, notwithstanding these ad- 
vantages and attractions, there is a very 
serious drawback in the lamentable 
condition of the tity streets which 
lead to these delightful drives. Not 
one of the large parks and public drives 
on either side of the river can be reached 
without undergoing personal torture in trav- 
ersing the streets to get to them. On the 
South Side, Michigan avenue, the most fash- 
ionable and handsomest thoroughfare in the 
South Division, has not been paved for sev- 
eral years ; and, when it was paved, there was 
a poor quality of gravel put down, which 
has ever since been either a bed of slush or a 
cloud of dust. For a time South Park ave- 
nue, south of Twenty-second street, supplied 
the want; but South Park avenue was paved

There is much repairing that ought 
to be done on streets that have been laid 
within the past two or three years, which 
would put them in vastly better condition for 
the present, and assure them a lenger term 
of service. One thing is certain: The in- 
terests of the city cannot fail to suffer seri- 
ously if the present condition of the streets 
is allowed to continue, and it will constantly 
get worse unless some decided steps are taken 
towards an improvement, both on the part of 
the Board of Public Works relative to the 
prompt repair of streets not altogether worn 
out, and on the part of those owning property 
on streets where the pavement is worn out 
beyond ** 
THE LAKE FRONT: WHY NOT RENT rer: 

As long ago as 1867, the Legislature of II- 
linois, through the influence of bribery, un- 
dertook to sell that portion of the lake front 
north of Monroe street to the Dlinois Central 
and other railroad companies, to be used by 
them as a passenger depot. The considera- 
tion for this conveyance was the sum of 
$800,000, to be paid to the City of Chicago. 
There were various objections at that time 
to the ratification of such sale: The price 
was deemed insufficient ; the authority of the 
State in the premises was questioned; the 
title of the city was controverted; there was 
a claim on both sides as to the riparian rights; 
there was also a pretense of claim on the 
part of the United States Government; and 
there was an exceedingly strong assertion on 
the part of property owners on Michigan 
avenue that the lake front had been dedicated 
for park purposes, and none of it could be 
sold or diverted to other uses without their 
consent. The result was a refusal on the 
part of the city to accept the money, $200,000 
of which was deposited with the Comptroller, 
and a refusal o confirm the sale. The 


United States Court was appealed to, and en- 


joined the city from making the sale. 
In the meantime matters have greatly 
changed. The fire swept away all the pri- 


vate residences to which the park had been 


considered an adjunct; that part of the city 
has been practically abandoned for residence 
purposes; livery-stables and saloons have 
succeeded the palaces, and henceforth. that 
section will be devoted to business purposes. 
Last winter the city advertised all its unused 
real estate for sale, including this portion of 
the Lake Park, reserving, however, a strip of 
sufficient width of the latter on the east side 
to retain the riparian right. But the rail- 
roads refused to buy the land with that right 
withheld. Property in that part of the city 
has declined in value, much of it having 
been sold for far less than the ante-fire prices. 
In the same period, owing to losses by fire, 
defalcations, and defects in the law for the 
collection of taxes, the city has become em- 
barrassed by large temporary loans to sup- 
ply deficiencies in uncollected taxes. These 
loans bear interest. The conversion of un- 
productive land belonging to the city into 
cash would now be a great relief to the city. 
The original price offered by the railroads for 
this one piece would go far towards building 


tho city’s portion of the new Court-House, and 


render taxation for that purpose unneces- 
sary. 

But, we suppose, there is no possibility of 
an agreement for the sale of the property, 
which remains unproductive. We have heard 
a rumor—for the trath of which we cannot 
vouch, but which we hope may be true—that 
it is, or will be, proposed to lease to the rail- 
roads the ground north of the Exposition 
Building—the same that was covered by the 
act of 1867—at a rental of 10 per cent on the 
valuation of $800,000; the lease to ran for 
20 years, and the improvements to be tax- 
able. This would give the city an annual 
income of something like $100,000, which 
would be an important addition. to its 
revenues, and would rapidly extinguish all 
its floating debt. This lease may be executed 
without any surrender of any of the rights of 
the city or parties, either as to title or as to 
riparian rights, or as to individual rights in 
the continuance of a park. All these difficul- 
ties, which stand in the way of a sale, will 
be avoided in the event of alease. Upon 
the ground thus leased the combined rail- 
roads will erect a depot building such as will 
surpass any similar building in the United 
States. The erection of this building will at 
once add value to the now vacant land in the 
neighborhood; will lead to its improvement ; 
add largely to the tax income of the city ; 
be of great public convenience; and be a fit 
complement of the architectural beauty of 
Rebuilt Chicago. 

We have, as we have said, no positive evi- 
dences that this report is undoubtedly true; 
but the story was so promising of good re- 
sults to the city that we have ventured to 
present it to the public, with the question, If 
it be not true, why may it not be made so? 

An annual rental and tax of $90,000 or 
$100,000 for an unimproved and unproduc- 
tive block of ground for which the city has 
no present or remote use is not, or ought not, 
to be ignored by a City Government which 
has several millions of floating debt, in the 
shape of interest-bearing paper outstanding 
in anticipation of uncollected taxes. It is to 
be hoped that the city, which probably cannot 
sell, may try and find a lessee ; and, if it oan- 
not convert its unproductive land into cash, 
it may at least make it productive by leasing 
it. The once-strong prejudice against the 
occupation of that site for any purpose no 
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from half a ton to one ton of coal a day, and 
there is certainly 40 to 50 per cent less smoke 


there is higher than before. The general 
adoption of this plan would relieve Chicago 
of a large part of the present nuisance, until 
smoke-consumption shall have become a reg- 
ular adjunct of every steam engine.

WOODEN CORNICES. 

The fire ordinanees of this city make cer- 
tain provisions looking to protection against 
fire in the case of all buildings more than two 
stories in height (above the basement), and 
in these provisions it is expressly stated that 
no cornice of wood hall be placed on any 
building over two stories in height, not count- 
ing the basement (if any) as one story.” Any 
one, however, who will take the trouble to 
look about the city will find that this provis- 
ion is shamefully violated in the cases of 
scores, if not of hundreds, of buildings. On 
almost every street, buildings are put up, the 
owners counting the first story as a basement, 
which in the majority of instances is 10 or 12 
feet and perhaps more in height. Then two 
high stories are piled upon the top of this “base- 
ment,” and these are topped with a pine cornice 
or fire-trap, which, in case of fire, serves the 
purpose of easily ing from sparks, con- 
veying the flames the roof, “thence 
spreading them down through the building 
and over the neighborhood. These buildings 
are constantly going up in the most reckless 
way, and the owners seem to be doing it in a 
malicious manner, as if actnated by a spirit 
of defiance in evading the fire ordinances and 
letting the authorities know that they can 
build as they please, without reference to any 
laws or restrictions. Is there no way of stop- 
ping this violation of safety and this 


of those who have built in accordance with 
the ordinances? Wethink there is, if the in- 
surance companiés and the city authorities will 
do their simple duty in the premises, The 
former have it in their power to do a great 
work in compelling obedience to the laws by 
making it so costly for builders that they 
cannot afford to evade them. They should 
charge a heavy extra insurance for wooden 
cornices on buildings where the cornice is 
(say) more than 20 or 24 feet above the grade. 
Many of the buildings we have re- 
ferred to are over 40 feet above grade. 
No building higher than a cottage, in fact, 
should be allowed to have a wooden cornice 
or pine-shinglo roof, and, if the in- 
surance companies did their duty, no 
building higher than a cottage would have 
one. The city authorities also have a duty 
to perform in, the premises. We now have 
a new Board of Building Inspectors, and 
Ad. Ban, its Superintendent, if he 
is not a merely ornamental official, and 
intends to earn his salary, will give his 
serious and active attention to this matter. 
The practice to which we have referred is 
not only reprehensible as a direct violation of 
the spirit of the fire ordinanges, but it is little 
less than a criminal and maliciously criminal 
violation of the rights of law-abiding citizens. 
THE TRAIN ROBBERY. 

‘moe more we are called upon to record a 
bold attempt to rob a railroad train. Hith- 
erto, the operations of these desperadoes have 
been confined to the distant sections of Iowa, 
Missouri, and Arkansas, where the popula 
tion is sparse and the roads run through 
lonely and unfrequented sections of country, 
far away from any placé that could interfere 
with their infamous and murderous work.

Rumors Concerning Mr. E. A. Storrs’ 
Interview with the President. 


Mr. S. Declines to State Just What 
Was Said.

that the New Building Will Not Be 

Pulled Down.

What Mueller Intends Doing. 


Various rumors were in circulation with regard to 
the object of Mr. Emery A. Storrs’ visit to Long 
Branch. It was stated, among other things, that he 
had interviewed the President with reference to the 
Custom-Houre Building in the interest of the Buena 
Vista Stone Company—otherwise Mueller, and that ex- 
Senator George A. Pugh, of Ohio, Gen, B. F. Butler, 
Tom Murphy, of New York, and one ortwo others 
had accompanied him in his journey. It was also ru- 
mored that the President agreed to order the removal 
of Superintendent Holman, and the resumption of 
work on the building, and that the Hon. C. B. Farwell 
was going on to Washington to clinch the matter. 

In order to ascertain what trath there was in the ru- 
mors, a reporter of Tun Tarsunz visited Mr. Storrs 
ut the Palmer House, He was very reluctant about
